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SURVIVAL 

Unemployment is rising by 
leaps and bounds. The high cost 
of living continues to mount. 
Regime ntation of our daily lives is 
becoming mandatory, Reslrlct- 
ions on our right to resist 
inerease. The qtiaïiiy of ïife for 
most of us continues to deter- 
iorate. 

This is the condition for the 
whole American people, For 
Black Amerieans each of these 
eondilions ia suffered many Limes 
over As a group in this country 
we are the last hired and 
therefore the first fired; we are 
the leest paid and therefore the 
hardest hit by mounting prices; 
we have the kast freedom of 
choke about our lives, and 
therefore suffer most .with the 
regimentation; we have the most 
to resist and therefore the most to 
lose as our right to resist di- 
mimshes. 

This condition for Black 
Ameritana is no accident, ït is 
deliberately created and main- 
tained as a ihreat to the vast 
majority of the American people 
to “waLch out" or they will suffer 
the fate of Bl&cks in this country, 
It is created and maintained as a 
warring to non-Black America: 
Don't rock the boat. becaiise if 
you do youTl end up "'down 
there ,J with the Blaeks. 

Black Amerieans have consia- 
tentïy fought againat these in- 
roadson theii humanity. We have 
slored up an arsenal of survival 
techniqueg that has made it 
possible for us not oniy to 
withstand the onslaught bui use it 
to t>ur and the country f s ad- 
vantage. 

Today the people of America 
desperately necd Lo develop and 
emplüy survival techniques. Ni- 
xon and those for whom he 
speaksand acts are determined Lo 
iry to turn the mass of the 
American people Ènto disenfran- 
chised robots, unthinkïng and 
ünfeeling co-conspiratora in their 
drive to own and rule the world, 
Mixon’s drearns have nol hing 
in eommon wilh those of the vast 
majority of humankind in this 
world: they have nothing in 
common with those of Black 
Amerieans. Most of us want unly 
to own and ruie our own lives, in 
harmony with our fellow humans, 
This is the goal toword which 
survival nims. Ii is common to all 
humankind. p

Trenton, New f Jersey. Slate 
Fris on guards face indictmenta 
for the nuirder of a prison ininau?

Twenty one year oid Daniël 
Hogan was to be a key witness 
against guards in a guit brought 
by the famiJy of 34*year~old R. 
Merrill Spellnr. Frison officials 
maintain that Speller slrangied 
himgdf with a pair of soeks on 
Mnrch 17. 1972. at the Vroom 
Building, a detention center for 
allegedly mentally disturbed pri- 
soners nol far from the TreiHon 
State Prison, 

Speller and Hogan roomed 
together for a time at Vroom 
Building, Hogan was sla Led lo 
tesüfy in support of the family s 
claim that Speller was murdered 
because he was ïnquiring intothe 
death of a third priaun ïnmste, 
Wilfred Hardman, who the au- 
thorities claimed died from a 
tumor, Shortly before bis death 
Speller wrotë Lo friendé thal he'd 
discovered that he was ‘"soon to 
be iced (murdered}", 

Hogan died in f, the hole" at 
Trenton State Prïsön, in what waf 
apparentJy a slow, excruciatmgly 
painful and barbarotiï scalciing 
death while guards ignnred bis 
prolonged screams for help. A 
spokesman for New Jerseys 
Department of Institutions and 
Agenciea claimed that Hogan had 
ffooded bis ce3J by jamming the 
toilet and that a radiator hud 
tumed the water into steam. 

Prisoners report that Hogan 
screamed for help for hours hul 
was deliberately ignored by 
guards. At one point. wrote 
Theodore Gibson, chairman of 
the prisonersi committee at the 
ingLilutiork »n officer told Hogan. 
“You can die for all 1 care' . and 
Lhen closed the outside door of 
the doublé doors. 

The body was f our ui floating 
faco down in 9’i inches of 
steamlng water. ‘He appeared to 
be bolled to death". Mr. Gibson

It was too late to save Brother 
Euris Koy's arm but, if there had 
been a re verse mechanism on the 
cane grater, Brother Thomas 
Richardson. wbo was nearby, 
could have retumed Euris Roy's 
mangted limb» Ho wever, since 
this safety option also was not 
purchased by the TDC» al 
Brother Richardson could do was 
grab Euris around the chest and 
keep Iiis whole body from being 
pulled into the machine. His Life 
was saved but Brother Euris lost 
his other arm in the depths of the 
ehurning steel.

BREAK IN ATTEMPTED AT HOME OF 
J.F.K. MURDER RESEARCHER 


(Los Angelos* CalifJ - Donald 
Freed, Editor of the Cilizens 
Research and investigatioii Com- 
mïüee (CRIC), rovealed last week 
at a press conference that an 
attempi was made to break into 
Lhe home of a close associate, 
Rusty Rhodes, an expert re¬ 
searcher on the Kennedy assas- 
sination conspiracy and a locturer 
for the Committee to Investigaté 
Political AsaasÊinations, Me. 
Rhodes’ home wae broken into 
Sunday night, December 16,1973, 
hy a man who appeared to be of 
Latino origin. The culprit is 
suspected of being an anti-Castro 
Cu ban in the employment of the 
federal govcrnment. 

Mr, Rhodes, whn was armed at 
lhe time* forced the stranger from 
hb; home and followed him into 
thi.* Street* The man jumped into a 
waiting car and roared off. Mr. 
Rhodes' neighbor, who prcfored 
to remain snonymous, reported 
that the re was a second car on the 
scène. and that two olher men, 
boih Latino in eppearance, ap- 
pj oached the apartment bul were 
scared awsy by his preaence.

{Atlanta, Ga.l - The Atlanta law 
offices of Franktin, Johnson and

Nevertheiess., when Brother 
Sanders recently asked for lhe 
funds needed to buy coptes of 
his trial transcript he w r a^ told 
I hai there was no money. The 
r. .h Milwaukee State Bank 
where an account for the fund 
had lieert opened could only Lell 
Brother Sanders to check with 
Walter lieach. 

When Beach was contacted 
his friendly, smiling attitude 
changed. In Ihedays isince then 
Beach has frequenlJy used his 
spot in the public eye to beraie 
Brother Sanders and even said 
that he was probnbly guiliy and 
didn’t deserve aupport. 

It has also been learned that 
Walter Beach was fïred froni 
his poaïtion as head of the 
Milwaukee NAACP when his 
misuse and theft of thai 
organi^ation's funds was un- 
covered.

Many branches of the Ameri¬ 
can armed farces are phasing out 
iheir bases in the Northeast and 
relocölmg them in the South or 
the Southwest. Present bases in 
the more rural regions of tiie U.S, 
are being expanded. The move 
will ïsotate base pers on nel from 
the protest and radicaJ move- 
ments and ideas in the Northern, 
big-city regions. Two-thirds of all 
active duty pérsonnel within the 
U,S, are located in. the South, 
Thousands of additional Lroops 
are scheduléd to join them there. 

PUBLIC DF.BATE 

In the past the Pentagon has 
been able to conduct weapons 
research on such items as lasar 
beams, chemical and hiologicai 
warfore and other new, destruc* 
Live devices virtufilly untroubled.

Vuu see, Chflirman Mao's 
quote that ’ poli deal power grnws 
o al of the barrel of a gun ,r is 
misundemtöod time and time 
AgaÏR.

I feit allenated for the first time 
since being in prison, very ulone 
y,nd vcry F sad, The first time, they 
were all going to death and I was 
going to jaJl, but now they were 
going to death pnd I was being 
re lease d. 3 wantod to apologi^e to 
them for being released. even 
though ï had to go through a 
second trial too p because why 
shoutd I have been released white 
they were going to the death 
chamber? Why shou ld the people 
have demandod my release and 
not theirs? Because of my identi- 
licution with thoss men. I wasii't 
realïy released from prison: until 
evety one of them is oui of death 
celis. Til still be there. And ït ia 
the same with the workh Unless 
we cultivate an identity with 
evuiyone, we wiB nol have peace 
ir die world,

nnd Diego Rivera, Siqueiros is 
remembered for translating the 
adeals of the Mexican revolu- 
tïon into images, diampioning 
the cause of thé people, 
especially the peasants, and 
chron kling the hislory of their 
oppression. 

Bom in 1896, in Chihuahua, 
Siqueiros studied in Paris and 
j retumed co Mexico in 1922 to 
become an urtist of the revolu- 
üor. Prior to hia return he 
wrote his fameus ”A Manifeste 
to the Painters of America” in 
which he advocated a ban don¬ 
men t of easeï paititing for the 
mural and used the terms 
'public' ' and “human" in 
describing his artïstïe goal.
